"THE THREE R'S" 


** \ The recent action of Oxford University in 


"Abolishing Greek as a cumpulsory subject was 


- 
1 acclaimed throughout the educational world as 
jn conformity with common sense. The sugges- 
tion that few, if any, subjects in the high school1 
curriculum be made compulsory, but that in- 
stead the students be granted the widest latitude 
in choosing their studies, has been cordially re- 
ceived. But the suggestion of a speaker before 
a teachers' institute that school children who 
have passed the third graoV should not be re- 
quired, against their wishes, to take oral read- 
ing, spelling and arithmetic, is carrying a com- 
niendakle movement to an undesirable extreme. 


^ Granting that a vocabulary of 2,500 words 
is aH-that is needed for everyday purposes, one 
sttlj. feels that it is essential to a sound educa- 
tion thafthe pupil should become acquainted 
with the words which, while not ordinarily used 
in conversation, must be understood if one is to 
be able to get the most out of literature. More- 
over, it is doubtful if in three years the child has 
acquired sufficient familiarity with 2,500 words 
to warrant dropping further study of them. The 
argument m favor of more than three years of 
arithmetic is not, perhaps, so strong as in the 
case of reading and spelling; but it is safe to say 
that a child whose study of the science of num- 
oers is limited to three years will be at a disad" 
vantage in life as compared with one who has 
gone further. 


By all means let the older students who 


have attained discretion and formed an opinion 
as to what their life pursuits are to be elect the 
subjects of their study. But in the graded 
schools let the fundamentals—reading, writing 
and arithmetic—continue to be the mainstay of 
che curriculum until the pupils have been more 
thoroughly grounded in them than they are 
when they reach the fourth grade. Adults know 
better what is good for children of that age than 
they do themselves, and to allow them to choose 
their own subjects would be a risky experiment.
